Organized in February, 191H, by the 
man wlio in now maiiaRer, Colonel J. 
Barbour Huasell, and other interested 
Maysvtlla dtisens, to give all school 
boys of that city who desire it a free 
education in music, this group of 
musician^ is perhaps one of the most 
unique In the country. At the present 
time tlip band is compoHed of forty-one 
pieces, tlie age of the musicians vary- 
ing fruni Ki to 17 years and averaging 

\?.V< years. 

The only reiiuirenicnt for nienibcr- 
Hliip in the band l» that lt» niHniberu 
purchase the best instruments avail- 
able, according to Mr. Russell. The 
buys are trained under the direction 
of Oeorge D. Barnard, of Ardmore, 
OkU., a prominent musical director 
whom tha "Musical Messeenger" calls 
a "doctor" of music bdcause of bis 
ability to put the finishing touches on 
pieces written by various composers. 

That the or^^anization la accompllsh- 
liis its purpose in Kivjng the Mnysvlile 
boys an education is shown by the 
ability of the soloists In the hand at 
the present time. Chief anioni; thesp is 
J. Barbour Russell, Jr., 14 years old, 
and tlio son of the band manager. 
Young Russell plays the comet and so 
popular was bis playing at tha Sunday 
niRiit concert that he was compelled to 
re^ipond to three encores, pUytng 
"Humming" for the first, "Margie" (or 
the second and "Wtaispering" for the 
third. Another prominent cornet solo- 
In the band is Allen Wood, also a 14 
year old boy. 

At Christmas a real Santa Clans 
visits these boys for at that tinm the 
proceeds gathered by the organization 
In its different concerts Is divided 
among the members. All expenses of 
educating the boys in music are paid 
by Maysville people and in turn all 
concerts given by the band in that 
city ara conducted without charge. 

In order that the bays may receive 
the best of care In making their vari- 
ous trips the band employs automo- 
biles for transportation, engaged the 
best hotels and carries a physician. 
Dr. P. G. Sinool. lo look after their 
health. In cases where the band is on 
a trip when Sunday arrives those in 
charge of it see that the boys avail 
themselves of the opportunity of at- 
tending Sunday school or church, Mr. 
Russell said. 

The band is trained (0( concert work 
alone and eonseqnenUy does no 
marching. Two distinct types of uni 
forms are used, the blue onaa being 
worn during the day and tha red eoats 
and white trousers at night. 

Vp to the present time this year, the 
band already has played at four fairs, 
including the Bluegrass fair. Others 
on the scbedule were the Ohio State 
fair, where the band was rated as one 
of the best on the grounds, the Ewing 
fair and the Germantown fair. Many 
requests are made for the band to play 
in different eltita and at the present 
time centraet to take the band to Syra- 
cuse, N. r„ and San rtinelaeo, Calif., 
are batng eonsldarad. 

lb'. Russell, as wall as oUiar Mays- 
ville people who have attended the 
Bluegrass fair to see their home town 
band play, arc strong In their praise 
of the hospitality shown the boys while 
here The band has t)een extended the 
privileges of the Country Club, has In- 
vitations from the Lexington club and 
In addition has been entertained by 
various local concerns.

WILSONISM WAS NOT AMERICANISM. 

In ail article wliifli lias recently liec.i piil.lislie.l by iminy l>'-'ii"- 
eratic papers the prediction i\ made that in the next election • iln 
American people will return to American policies and to the Demo- 
cratic ideal of eiiuiil riKlits to all iiiul special iirivilegi'H to none." 
This undoubtedly meuus a return to Wilsoiiisni but if there was any- 
thing American in Wilsonism the people of this country by a seven 
million plurality failed to observe ii. 

As the first act of iiis iidminislration I'rcsident Wilson prop"se.i 
the repeal of the free tolls provision which ijave Aiueriean coast- 
wise shipijiny; free passage tlironwh tiic Panama ('anal. He did tliat 
at the instance of some foreign power, presumably Great Britain, and 
for reasons which he never eonfi<led to the American people. Tbe 
next great act of the Wilson administration was the enactment of tin- 
low tarirt' law. the beneficiaries of which were the manufacturers of 
Great Britain and Germany, the wool growers of Australia and Soutl. 
Africa, the cattle and corn and sheep producers of Argentina, tin 
lemon growers of Italy, the nut growers of Spain, the dairymen of 
;he N\-theilauds. the lumbermen and uhrat tjrowcrs of Canada, the 
i.attlemeii of .Mexico, the pt^iinut and rice pi'oducers of the Orient, and 
the other prortneers in fore'ig" f'^vMa who were able, because of low 
tost <i( priiduetion and low standards of livint>:, to undersell I In- 
American produe<'r in the American iiiari<el. Wiiat return lo Ann r 
iaanism would there be in a return to that phase of Wilsonism f 

Another act of ihc Wilson admiMislralioii early in its period oi' 
power was the suggestions lo Americans who had ?oih' into .Mexico 
in pursuance of rights guaranteed by internationul treaty that they 
.should abandon ibi'ir property and h'avc ihc country. This is the 
.sort of Americanism that would be invoh.d in a return to Wilson- 
ism. While the Wilson adniini-it ration was less than two years old 
when the war broke out in Muri pe and as an incident of that confliel 
the Lusitania was siud<, cniyini; down with it a number of .Vmeri- 
cans who were exercising their ri^tlits as citizens lo travel on that 
ship. A few hours after the sinking of the Lusitania and with Ih' 
news still heralded in the headlines of the press, President Wilson 
proclaimed the Cnitcil Slates "too proud to fight. Is that tl"' sort 
of Americanism Hi wliich the Democratic press desires to retiiiii.' 

In 1916. faking advantage of a crisis when all the enegries of tin 
natoin were exerted lo fulfill our imluslrial demands the faiiiuus four 
brotherhoods of the railroad world demanded that Congress pass a 
certain wage increase law by a certain hour in default of which they 
would strike and tie up the entire railroad system of the nation. .\i 
the behest of President Wilson the Democratic ( ongress jia-ssed tbe 
law. It this the sort of "special privileges to none" and the l.vpe of 
Americanism to whieb ibe Di'inoci-atie press would return? 

When the war was over and ii came time to ne(;otiale terms i>\' 
peace President Wilson jiarticipated in the framing of ilie ireaiy 
which iucluded in its provisions a surrender of American indepen 
dence to the dictates of a league of nations in which this eo\iiiti> 
would not only lia\ e a very minor voice but in whicli another nation 
would have six votes to the United States' one. This too, we assunn . 
is the sort of Ameriennism to which the Denioeratic press desires ,i 
return- 

Fortunately the judgment of the American people is radically 
diiferent from that of the Democratic press.

'I'iilier when close to 150 persons 
stricken with ptomaine poisoning at 
a luncheon on the fair grounds were 
given first aid treatment at the Red 
Cross mergency hospital. 

That many lives were saved by the 
promptness with which first aid treat, 
men was given at the Red Cross tent 
wn sthe ojiinion of state offlelals who 
licrsmially thanked the fled Cross 
workei-s for their hi-riiic servlre 

.Scenes reniinseeiit iil' war days over- 
seas were enacted at the Ked Cross 
emergency liospltal shortly after the 
first (if the ptomain.' sufferers were 
rusheil there from the luncheon given 
by the International Livestock Exposi- 
tion to more than 200 livestock own- 
ers, exhibitors and employees. 

Ked Cross workers, volunteer phy- 
sirlans and nurses and Boy Scouts co- 
operated In a splendid manner, as a 
result of which pmctlcnlly everyone 
of llie poison sufferers had been de- 
rlarod out of danger hy the niornini.'

.MthiMiKh the eniergeney hospital 
equipinont was ta.xed to the limit, the 
12 beeds being continually In use for 
hours after the first victim was 
brought to the tent, there was not a 
bit of disordrr or confusion, so thor- 
outightly were the Red Cross and 
other workers prepared for sneh an 
cmorgenay. When the four ambu- 
lances loaned during the fair by local 
citizens were found inadequate — other 
ears were pressed illto Service to car- 
ry the scores of sniteren to a Colum- 
bus hospital. 

State (,'uardnien drew a cordon 
around the Red Cross hospital and 
kejit clear the route of the ambulances 
In order to expedite handling the rush 
of first aid cases which wag the great- 
est ever experienced at the Ohio fair 
grounds, and probably never exceeded 
at any other similar gathering in the 
conntrq.

Topeka, Kas. — There Is a row on in 
Kansas between single women uid 
married women who work. .Miss Llniia 
Brasette, head of the women's welfale 
division of the Kansas Industrial cou^i 
is getting many letter from young girls 
and unmarried women protesting 
against married women"wlth visible 
means of support" continuing to work 
and taking the Jobs away from the 
young girls and In some cases from 
men. Some letters aro quite bitter. 
Some ufllic writers claim the uiarriod 
women are cutting the wages of the 
single girls. 

Of the 80,000 women working in 
Kansas two-fifths are married or have 
been. Records early this year showed 
23.2 per cent of all the women working 
In the state were married and 17 per 
cent, were widowed or divorced, di- 
vorced meaning those deserted nr sep- 
arated as well as legally divdrceil, A 
year previous at least oiielli::!!' tlie 
total women employed were i iarried 
women. Tlie railroads forced women 
who were married and were not actu- 
ally supporting dependents to retire, 
thus removing a large number of mar- 
ried women from Jobs. 

The letters received by .Xftss Hres 
pctt show the single women believe no 
lu.irried woman should be allowed to 
.vork. Many of th single women would 
make marriage a bar to all iiiilustrial 
activities of women If the\ could 

'lliey are wrltlnt; ilie hulustrlal 
court about It to see if there isu i some 
law to prevent marrletl women from 
working. But there isn't any such law. 
an dthe court cannot make any order 
which woul dalfect It. The Individual 
employer Is the only one who can 
change the situation. 

"It la hardly fair to the working 
uirls to have some young married 
woman come in and underbid ll'ein for 
their jobs." Miss nros.lle said "We 
l;iiow tills does happen with si'iuc I're 
quency There are maii\ :',irl. wlio 
marry y<<nn.« men who are iriivelinn a 
good deal. They have Utile to do and 
would rather work than be lonesome 

around the house. Thoy don i n I 

the money, and they frequently do i;o 
into offices and otter to work for les- 
ihan the unmarried girls are getting 
This has a tendency also to cut down 
the general average of wages, which 
is unfair, as most of the women work- 
ers are working to actually earn mon- 
ey for themselves or dependents 

"Hill there are a large nuniher of 
married women working whose lii,>- 
hands are unable to luiiporl I hem ,a- 
they desire, or who have depeuiTnnt 
in their own or their husbandV fatn 
llles, which make It necessary for 
them to work. 

"There hi a large percentage of imir 
l ied women working who have crip 
pled or Invalid husbands. It would h ' 
unfair to attempt to make a general 
prohibition against married women 
working, as there are many who are 
's ii< serving of employment as single 
girls. 

"In the recent survey of wone n in 
industry in Kansas. It was foaml ihal 
married women nitually I'xcee.l the 
number of single women In the meal 
and poultry packing Industries uel 
that one-third of the laundry workers 
aro married women. The restauranu 
have a majority of divorced or widow- 
ed women over eingle or married 
women workers."

1.186.0110.000 bushels, or only 48,000,000 
bushels lass than last yeara' crop, the 
largest ever grown, With continued 
favorable condltiops, thia yaar'a pro. 
iluction may yet become a record croj, 
IndicaUona are that moat of the crop 
's now out of danger from frost. 

The wheat crop showed a decline of 
3.000,000 bushels, with a total of 754,- 
000,000 bushels indicated an this year's 
harvest. Oats will be a short crop this 
year, the indicated production having 
leclined 47.«oii.(ii«p bushels during 
AiigiiKt, with a total crop of 1,098,000,- 
ono bushels forecast. That Is 434,000,- 
ouo bushels smaller than last year's 
crop and 843,000,000 buahels leu than 
the average for the five years prevloua 
to last year. 

Potatoea showed an inoreaae of 7,- 
000,000 huabela over a month ago, 
with a total of 328,000,000 bushels, but 
the crop is almost 100,000,000 bushels 
mailer than last year, and almost BO,- 
000,000 bushels below the average of 
the five years previous. 

Tobacco product ion indications 
•-liowed an increase of 59,000,000 
loiind-i over a montli ago, with a total 
of .'<4s.iMi(i,i)iMi iioiinds. The Improve- 
ineni was confined almost entirely to 
he .N'orthem tobacco-producing states. 
There were only minor changes in 
the indicated produotiona of other 
crops.
